A STEAM. 
JACKASS. 


An Ingenious Invention, and it» 


Successful Trial. 


from the Bt. Lonls Olobo. 


A man living noar Nashville, "Wash- 


ington county, 111., has recently invent- 
ed an apparatus to tako Iho place of 
whistles for railroad signals, steamboats, 
fire-alarms, factory calls and tho like. 
Ho calls it tho "Teloplion," but (he 
popular unmo is the "steam jackass." 
The inventor is a slook-farmur, and In * 
devoted muiih of his time to ruining 
mules, whose habits and anatomy ho 
appears to have studied carefully, 
On 


hia farm tkero was a mule «f more 
than ordinary vocal power, whoso voice 
could bo hoard a distance of four miles 
in every direction, when ho once got 
warmod up to his work. Tho owner 
computed that if he could set in motion 
all tho air in n circle of eight miles in 
diameter, or twenty-fivo miles in cir- 
cumference, or an area of fifty square 
macs, or thirty-two thousand acres, a 
hundred horse-power jackass could, all 
other things being equal, rival any 
other noise yet discovered, 
Ho estab- 


lished tho fact that the power of an 
ordinary ass is about one-twelfth of an 
indicated stonm power. 
A etcam on- 


gino of one thousand horse power 
would therefore bo equal to the power 
of 12,000 asses. 
Wherefore, if one ass 


oan fill a circle eight miles in diameter, 
12,000 jackasses, or a 1000 horse pow- 
er jackass, would fill a circle of 95,000 
miles in diameter, 


Tho inventor thought all this over 


carefully, arriving at the deduction that 
if ho could take nature's vocal appara- 
tus and apply it to a greater power, lio 
eould produce a, larger and more satis- 
factory volurao of sound. 
Filled with 


this idea, ho put tho mule to death, 
nnd carefully severed tho head from tho^ 
body. 
Ho then injeotod solutions of 


chloride of isinc and arsenic into tho 
veins and artorieH of the head and neck, 
to prevent decay of tho flesh. India 
rubber was dissolved in sulphuric ether, 
and the solution (breed through tho 
trachea, or wind-pipo, anil through the 
lurynx, or throat. 
The other ovaponv- 


ted, leaving a film of rubber on the 
membranes, and llio injection und ovnp- 
oration was uoMtinued until tlio rubber 
Dim was found of sufiiuient thickness. 
These organs were then subjected to n 
vapor of sulphur, heated to IJOO do 
grecs, by which process the rubber wus 
vuloaninod, its elasticity iiioronsed, nnd 
the membranes rendered impervious to 
steam. These preparations completed, 
a short piece of rubber hoso was at- 
tached to Iho wind-pipe and connected 
with a steam boiler. 


It was a moment of agony to tho in 


vontor, as ho placed tho ass-head in tho 
hands of an assistunt, and slowly pulled 
tho valve opon ; n moment of limiting 
interest. As tho steam was turned on, 
it passed into tho wind-pipe, expelling 
the air and producing ri sigh, followed 
by a groan, a inort, a chuckle, then a 
violent coughing nnd sneezing. As a 
full head of steam wus turned on, the 
most fearful noise, tho most frightful 
guffaw, tho most vociferous bray that 
over assailed mortal oars, were produced, 
Tho lips contracted, disclosing a terri- 
fic array of tooth ; the features devel- 
oped a satanio grin ; the jaws raised 
and fell, as the steam crowded the pas- 
sages, and the earn participated in tho 
general movement, giving tho _hcad of 
tho ass an Rnitnntcd and uxoitod ap- 
pearance, 
Tho man who was holding 


the head ga/od upon it it moment, wjth 
dilated eyes, colorless checks, knocking 
knees, and protruding tongue; then, 
suddenly losing all interest in the per- 
formance, he 'emigrated. As for tho 
inventor, his success exceeded his most 
sanguine anticipations. For an instant 
ho contemplated tho head, his coun- 
tenance working with every nmnifcs'ta- 
tion of intense delight; then ho too start- 
ed, probably to learn tho greatest dis- 
tance to which that voice would pene- 
trate, leaving it still in operation', with 
all steam on, 
The head had now got 


fully warmed up to its 'work, and that 
bray went hurtling through the uni- 
verse. It was an necoustie earthquake; 
a bfcy-sh'ako ; it was a storm, a hurricane 
of sound, a tornado, a cyclone of noise ; 
it was a donkey carnival, a jackass 
Fourth of July. It was the greatest 
success tho world has over known.
